Near M irror Lake, in Wisconsin, is a 
log cabin in which a man has lived for 
forty years on $10 a year.

Sw inner Is his name and he seems per­ 
fectly contented, writes a correspond­ 
ent of the S t Louis Republic. 
The old m an is a Civil W ar veteran. 
W hen he w as discharged at the end 
of the w a r he had money enough to 
purchase an acre of ground on 
the 
shores of picturesque M irror Lake. Iii 
this acre of ground he planted vegeta­ 
bles and fruit trees. Close to the house 
there grows a thick cluster of black­ 
berry bushes and in the garden behind 
it there are long rows of straw berries. 
Over the fence that separates the yard 
from the road are wild roses. H ere the 
veteran makes his home. 
How’ does he live? 
Each day he takes his fishing rod 
and goes down to Mirror Lake. 
That 
is his pork barrel. The fish th a t he 
draw s out of those w aters supply his 
dinner, likewise his breakfast. 
The vegetables and meal made from 
corn grown In Ills garden complete bls 
diet. 
F or his lake fishing Skinner has 
built himself a boat which is as unique 
as himself. 
In order that he may fish 
and propel his boat at the same time 
he has invented an extraordinary con­ 
trivance. 
At the stern, of his boat he has a 
paddle like th at of a river steamer. 
This is turned by means of a chain 
running

ton. Skinner does his angling.

barrel.” 
The $10 which he spends annually 
goes for tobacco, fish-hooks and cloth­ 
ing.

Fifty-nine recorded deaths is tile list 
of foot ball fatalities so fa r for the 
tw entieth century. 
Exclusive of the 
present season, 530 w earers of the 
moleskin have received injuries on the 
field, more or less severe. 
The fatal­ 
ities recorded are those th at occurred 
during the season, but in m any in­ 
stances 
death 
has 
followed 
after 
months of suffering from injuries. 
The death list for 1005, with the 
hard m atches yet to come, is as fol­ 
lows, in each instance the victims be­ 
ing members of high school or small 
college team s:

In nearly every instance the deaths 
have led to the abandonm ent of foot­ 
ball by the high schools anti smaller 
colleges to which the ten victims be­ 
longed, and a movement has started 
for a modification of the rules for use 
in the secondary schools w here the 
youth of the team s m akes the college 
gam e too strong a tax on im m ature 
bodies and unseasoned muscles.

MOVE WHOLESALE DISTRCT. 


E rection of 
M am m oth H otel W ill 
Cause Change at St. Louis. 
Negotiations for one of the most ex­ 
tensive real estate 
transactions 
ever 
brought about in St. Louis have been 
completed and will result in the erection 
of a 590-room hotel building on Wash­ 
ington avenue, between Thirteenth and 
Eighteenth streets, and the practical re­ 
moval of the wholesale business district 
to tire b lock s west of its present loca­ 
tion on Washington avenue. 
A num­ 
ber of m a ssiv e buildings will be erected 
for occupancy by the dry g pods and shoe 
firms that now constitute the Washing­ 
ton avenue wholesale district. The deal 
in its entirety lins embraced $2,500,900 
in real estate and the improvements, it 
is estimated, will mean a further total 
expenditure of probably $3,500,<HJO. 


SAVED FROM LAKE MICHIGAN 


Argo, from Chicago, Goes Aground 
in Gale at Holland, Mich. 
Early Friday morning, during a ter­ 
rific southwest gale, the Graham & Alor­ 
ton passenger steamer Argo grounded o h 
a bar in the Holland. Mich., harbor just 
north of the partly demolished north 
pier. 
For several hours Captain John 
Stewart, veteran of forty years of lake 
service, continued his efforts to free the 
steamer.^ Signal's were Hushed to the 
life-saving crew. and shortly after ti 
o’clock in the morning the rescue of 
twenty passengers and the crew of twen­ 
ty-two men was effected by the use of 
the breeches buoy. 
Not iii years has 
the life-saving crew been battle^, so long 
in working the apparatus. 
The wind 
shifted at 4 o'clock to the southwest. 
rolling up the wares in the shallow har­ 
bor until they broke over the grounded 
steamer. 
Every effort to pilot the life 
boat near enough to toss a rope to the 
Argo was futile. Captain Stewart main­ 
tained perfect discipline, ami when the 
sturdy little government boat was tossed 
like a cork iii the surf and was literally 
almost flung against the steamer the 
“old salt” shouted so loudly that he 
could he heard above the roar of the 
breakers: "We're safe until she begins 
to break up. 
Tse the gun 
for 
the 
breeches buoy.” 
A view of the boiling, 
churning, foam-covered lake in the vi­ 
cinity of the Argo was calculated to 
bring additional terror to the passen­ 
gers. 
But the captain and crew of the 
steamer, knowing well the location of 
the many irregular bars that made the 
Holland harbor second to none on the 
east coast for danger, calmed the pas­ 
sengers with the assurance that the 
Argo would be saved.

Attorney General Young of Minnesota 
has had papers served on the Atlantic 
Elevator Company of Alumen peli* and 
the Osborne-McMilian Elevator Company 
of Wisconsin, showing that a suit had 
been begun against them in Lowry. Minn. 
This is the first limier the anti-trust 
law of 18911. The defendants are charg­ 
ed with exercising unlawful restraint of 
trade iii that they resorted to coercive 
methods to destroy the Farmers’ Eleva­ 
tor Association of Lowry and injure the 
merchants of the village who had given 
the rival concern support. 
In explain­ 
ing the suit the Attorney General said 
that the elevator companies mentioned 
had driven business to other towns by 
forcing down the price of wheat. 
To 
remedy this condition the residents of 
Lowry started an independent elevator 
this fall. 
To retaliate the defendants 
started a general store, where all goods 
were sold at cost. The village merchants 
rapidly were being pushed to the wall.

R ig h ts of Stock Are Upheld by De­ 
cision of New York Court. 
The contention by Franklin B. Lord, 
a stockholder in the Equitable Life As­ 
surance Society, that the society had no 
legal right to adopt an amended char­ 
ter by a vote of its directors for the 
mutualization of the company, even if 
such a vote carried with it a majority 
of the stock, was sustained by the appel­ 
late division of the Supreme Court with 
only one dissenting voice.

Robert Brown, IO years old, was fa­ 
tally injured in a football game in Se­ 
dalia, Mo., between teams 
of

but we have no evidence of disciplin­ 
ary or preventive action at the trail­ 
ers’ end of tin* line, where gamblers, 
interest oil neither in the 
production 
nor the consumption, disturb values to 
the Injury of both and make loud out­ 
cry when creatures of their own kind 
corrupt officials to betray confidence 
for the love of money. 
"The responsibility for this ‘leak’ is 
shared by every one, who. to get mon­ 
ey 
without 
work. 
gamble in farm 
products. 
When this form of industry 
ceases these parasites who tempt de­ 
partm ent officials will have to work 
for their bread.” 
Analyzing the principal crops for the

There are more horses and with a 
larger aggregate value than ever be­ 
fore, notwithstanding, as the Secretary 
says, they were first threatened by the 
bicycle and later by the suburban trol­ 
ley and the automobile. 
He estim ates 
their value at $1.200.000.000, or Hear­ 
ty as much as the corn crop. and the 
value of mules at $252,000,000. 
Under the recent amendm ent to tile 
national banking aet allowing the es­

"The rem arkable increases in hank 
deposits in agricultural States, as well 
as the increase iii the num ber of small 
country banks, are directly and indi­ 
rectly because of tin* profits that have 
come to the farm ers from the opera­ 
tion of their farm s. The man with tile 
hoe has become the man with the har­ 
vester and the depositor and sharehold­ 
er of the bank. 
"Should there be no relapse from 
his present position as a wealth pro­ 
ducer. three years hence the farm er 
will find that the 
farm ing 
element, 
about 35 per cent of the population, 
has produced an amount of 
wealth 
within ton years equal to one-half of 
the entire national wealth produced iu 
three centuries.”

Dr. J. William W hite, professor of 
surgery at th** University of Pennsyl­ 
vania, bus jwresenteil Theodore Roose­ 
velt’s football reform platform in 
a 
statem ent authorized by the president. 
Dr. W hite was the President’s guest 
after the famous conference of college 
coaches was held at the W hite House 
and tile statem ent embodies tin* Presi­ 
dent’s views expressed on that occa­ 
sion. 
It took the form of a sort of "gen­ 
tlemen's agreement” among 
the 
re­ 
sponsible authorities of leading col­ 
leges, as follows: 
First—A simple and uniform eligibil­ 
ity code for all American colleges and 
universities. 
Second — Summary punishment for 
brutality and foul play. 
Third—Umpires to be given widest 
latitude in enforcing rules against bru­ 
tality. 
Fourth—C ollege presidents to hold to 
strict accountability umpires who permit 
foul or brutal play. 
Fifth—Permanent removal from the 
game not only’ of the brutal player but 
of th*' player who is not a bona tide ->tu- 
dent and amateur. 
* 
Brutality and 
foul 
play. however, 
should receive the same summary punish­ 
ment given to a man who cheats at 
cards, who strikes a foul blow in boxing. 
The umpire must have the widest lati­ 
tude in enforcing this principle, even to 
the extent of ordering not only individ­ 
ual players but whole t e a m s o f f the field. 
and college presidents should hold to 
the sharpest accountability the umpire 
who permits foul or brutal football in 
any game. 
We want simple rules, not complicated 
rules, because complicated rules offer too 
many loopholes. 
The responsible authorities of the sev­ 
eral colleges whose teams play together 
should have what may be called a gen­ 
tlemen’s agreement among 
themselves 
that these rules shall 
Im* enforced in 
spirit a s well as in letter, each being 
held responsible for what goes on in his 
own college, ami each seeing to the per­ 
manent removal from the game not only 
of tile foul or brutal player but et the 
man who is not ti bona fid** student aud 
amateur. 
It would he a real misfortune to lose 
so manly and vigorous a game as foot­ 
ball, and to avert such a possibility the 
college authorities in each college should 
see to it that the game in that college 
is clean.

Eighteen persons were killed, tw en­ 
ty-five others were injured seriously 
and many more wen* wounded 
or 
burned in a rear-end collision between 
nu express train and a local at Baker's 
Bridge station, a mile and a half from 
Lincoln, Alass. 
The wreck occurred 
ou the Fitchburg division of tin* Bos­ 
ton and Maine Railroad. 
Tho regular Sunday express whieh 
left Boston at 7:45 o’clock for Mon­ 
treal by way of the Rutland system 
crashed into the rear of an accommo­ 
dation train bound for points on the 
Marlboro branch line, which started 
from Boston at 7:15. 
Of the dead sixteen were passen­ 
gers in the two rear ears of tin* Marl­ 
boro train. 
The other two wen* an 
engineer and fireman. 
No passenger 
on tin* express train was injured. 
Of 
those who lost their lives a num ber 
were apparently killed instantly in the 
collision, while others 
wert* 
either 
burned to death or dict I from suffoca­ 
tion. 
The wreck was prim arily due to 
thick weather, which apparently ob­ 
scured s ig n a ls se t by tin* forward train, 
which at the time of tin* disaster was 
standing in front of Baker’s Bridge 
Station. 
The Montreal train, drawn 
by two locomotives aud consisting of 
nine cars, demolished tilt* two rear 
coaches of the local. 
The wreckage caught fire and some 
of tilt* passengers were 
incinerated. 
Few persons live in the vicinity of 
linker's Britlge station and no fire d<*- 
partnient was available, so that the 
flames practically burned themselves 
out. 
The uninjured passengers and a 
num ber of train hands, assisted by 
villagers, went to the aul of the in­ 
jured, and many persons were 
res­ 
cued.

silver bullion purchased nuder the a cts 
of 1878 and 1S90 is now gone. and that 
the coinage of the silver dollar rn af an 
end unless new legislation on the sub­ 
ject is passed. 
Since the silver dollar 
was authorized in 1792 in the first coin ­ 
age act of the United States 57N.3u3.S4S 
have been struck off. The bullion value 
of the silver dollar in 1S7S was 93.1 
cents. 
Iii I Si*4 it was 56.5 cents. These 
figures mark the extremes of fluctua­ 
tion. 
The report shows that the domestic 
coinage for the year amounted to $91.- 
172.729 in 152.422.302 pieces. The coin­ 
age for the Philippine islands was 29,- 
390.526 p i e c e s ; for Panama. 6,435.000 
pieces; for Costa Rica. 450.000 pieces, 
and for San Salvador. 400.000 pieces. 
The total coinage was 189.097.828 pieces. 
The stock of gold in the world Jan. I. 
1905. in use as money, is estimated in 
round numbers at $5,000,000,000. 
The 
amount actually in sight in reporting 
banks and government treasuries was 
$3,364,600,000. 
The receipts of the mint bureau for 
the year, including seigniorage, were $3,- 
(m.tstu. and the expenditures, $1,745.- 
615, leaving net earnings of $,*1,280,020.

Five convicts, heavily armed, who 
made a desperate attem pt to (‘scape 
from the penitentiary at Jefferson City, 
Mo., shouting down the prison officers 
who stood iii their way, wort* captured 
after a spirited battle with guards in 
the streets. 
In their dash from the 
prison inclosure they wrecked with dy­ 
nam ite a heavy steel gate and forced a 
passing wagon to aid tnem in flight, 
using tin* team ster as a shield from the 
bullets of their pursuers. 
Two of the 
prison officials art* dead and a third is 
badly wounded. 
Two of the convicts 
were severely wounded before 
they 
wert* captured and one died later. 
W arden Aint W. Hall. Yardmaster 
Porter Gilvin and five prison guards 
departed Friday morning for Leaven­ 
worth, Kan., on a special train, con­ 
veying seventy-one federal prisoners, 
who art* being transferred from tile 
Jefferson City penitentiary to the gov­ 
ernm ent prison at Fort Leavenworth, 
and it is believed this fact had much 
to do with the outbreak. 
There had not bis*ii the slightest 
warning of any trouble within the pris­ 
on walls, when suddenly Vaughn, Ray­ 
mond. Blake. Ryan aud Z e ig le r, who 
were working iii close proxim ity to 
tin* prison gate. inside tin* inclosure, as 
if by n given signal, made a rush for 
tin* gate. 
From their p o c k e ts they 
drew pistols. 
Rushing past the gate, 
they entered Deputy Warden See’s of­ 
fice and shot him as he sat in his 
chair. 
He sank back and was unable 
to resist them. 
Instantly they returned to the gate 
and met Gateman John clay. who had. 
been alarm ed by the shots. 
Before lie 
could raise his weapon he was shot 
dead. 
Allison, who was attracted by 
tin* shooting, was tho next victim. He 
was shot through the head and died 
almost instantly. 
Then, as if to sig­ 
nal the convicts generally that the a t­ 
tempt to escape had been start#* I. the 
convicts seized the bell rope hanging 
by the gate and "'began ringing the 
bell. 
Gateman Clay had left the wagon 
gate ajar, and four of 
the convicts 
rushed through, dragging 
his 
body 
with them, slammed tin* gate shut and 
fastened it on the inside. 
They were 
then in tin* wagon entrance to the peni­ 
tentiary. the passage being about forty 
feet long by fift(*en feet wide, and 
leading to the public street through an­ 
other double gate of steel. 
This out­ 
side gate was locked, but the convicts 
were deterred only for a moment. Plac­ 
ing dynamite under the outside gate, 
they blew an opening through the mas­ 
sive steel doors big enough for a car­ 
riage and before the smoke had d e a r­ 
th they had dashed through a num ber 
of "trusty" convicts working in the 
street and ran madly for twelve blocks. 
Zeigler, it was found, had failed to 
leave the penitentiary walls. 


B u ttle iii t h e S t r e e t s . 
Almost before the four escaping con­ 
victs had covered the distance of one 
block the prison officials, heavily arm ­ 
ed. were iii pursuit, shooting as they 
ran. 
Pedestrians jumped behind trees. 
ran into houses and crouched down 
behind any cover that presented a ref­ 
uge. Those living iii houses along the 
line of flight, alarmed by the shooting, 
rushed out to ascertain 
the 
cause. 
Women screamed and fled precipitate­ 
ly. while the m ajority of men seized 
weapons and joined tho prison officials 
iii tin* pursuit. 
A desperate fear gave 
speed to the convicts aud they outran 
their pursuers. 
Near tile Missouri Pacific Railway 
depot they came upon a wagon being 
driven by Orville Lane. Jum ping into 
this wagon, they seized Lane and held 
him as a shield from the bullets of 
their pursuers. One convict lashed th#' 
horse into a run. 
The wild ride was 
of short duration, however, as another 
posse, consisting of city jw>lice. aug­ 
mented by citizens, appeared in front 
of them. and. seeing that further flight 
was cut off. they stopped tin* horse and 
made a last stand. 
Lane was thrown to the bottom of 
the wagon. and. crouching over him, 
shielding themselves to tin* best ]>os- 
sible advantage behind the sides of 
the vehicle, they opem*d tire on their 
pursuers. 
Th#* prison officials shouted 
to them to surrender or they would be 
shot dead. 
Their only reply was a 
volley from their revolvers. 
Then followed one of the most des­ 
perate street battles that ever took 
place in the annals of escaping con­ 
victs in J e f fe rs o n City. 
The men in 
the posse jumped behind trees 
and 
shot with telling effect, splintering the 
wagon, and finally putting a 
bullet 
through one of the convicts, who fell 
to the ground. Then, seeing th at fur­ 
ther resistance was useless, the con­ 
victs surrendered. 
With a rush the 
officials closed around tin* wagon, pre­ 
pared to shoot to the death if tile sur­ 
render was a ruse. 
Rut no resistance 
was offered. 
It was 
found 
that Vaughan and 
Blake 
were 
suffering 
from 
bullet 
wounds. 
Driver Lam* and Ryan and 
Raymond were uinjnreJ. Tile convicts 
were immediately taken I tack to the 
^penitentiary, where tin* wounded were 
given medical attention, while the un­ 
injured were placed iii solitary con­ 
finement in dungeon cells. 
A rigid investigation was instituted 
Immediately to ascertain the source 
from which tin* m utinous convicts ob­ 
tained their w cajuns and 
amm uni­ 
tion.

YA LUE OF EARLY MOULTERS. 
Of really more value than the earli­ 
est hatched pullets, are 
the 
early 
m oulters—the hens which are 
now 
shedding their feathers and getting 
into their fall and winter coats. They 
are the hens that stand us in for prof­ 
it in our poultry during the late fall 
and early winter months. 
The early 
■O/Oulters should be watched after 
closely and given the very best of a t­ 
tention. Care should be taken now to 
keep them free from mites and lice. 
This can be best effected by keeping 
their roosting perches well oiled with 
coal oil, care akso being taken to 
chase a blaze of burning paper along 
the under-side of the perches about 
once a week, to keep any vermin from 
lodging and hatching there. Then we 
should see to it that they have a good 
place in which to dust. 
This is very 
im portant, as it tends to keep them 
free from the pests mentioned—it is 
nature’s way—and also to hasten the 
dislodgemeat of ripe feathers, or rath­ 
er, the dead feathers they are en­ 
gaged in moulting and in hastening j 
the process generally. 
It is a good i 
plan to keep the early moulters in 
a separate enclosure from the gener­ 
al flock and give them the choice bits 
of food from the wastage of the kitch­ 
en and the table, for variety in this 
line means health and thrift for the 
fowls. 
As the season advances and 
the cooler nights come on, tempered, 
or intensified by early frosts, it’s a 
good idea then to roost the early 
moulters warmly, so that they may 
keep up a continuous progress and 
have no back-sets of any kind. 
This 
system of feed and management, will 
bring the hens into early fall laying 
and hold them to it all through the 
winter, when their eggs may either 
be sold at a good profit, or set in incu­ 
bators and converted 
into 
valuable 
chickens. 
The early 
pullets should 
have sim ilar care and attention, for 
they are also of much value in the 
early w inter season.—ll. B. Geer, in 
The Epitom ise

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KEEP A FEW SHEEP. 
“The price of sheep has reached a 
point where it is profitable to produce 
them for wool alone, which fact is 
made more evident by a visit to the 
show yards of any of our leading 
fairs,” says an old sheep breeder. “If 
we can accept as reasonable authority 
a large number of entries in fine wool 
sheep, there is where we get a fore­ 
runner of the future.” 
He believes 
that 
the 
most 
profitable 
sheep to 
grow with the price of wool is a 
medium-size sheep with a good car­ 
cass of mutton, and 
good, 
dense 
fleece of medium wool. 
“When we 
undertake to produce a wooled sheep 
with no reference to the mutton qual­ 
ity and gain but a few cents’ worth 
of wool, and when we seek only mut­ 
ton without regard to the wool quali­ 
ty, we meet the same objection on 
the other side.” 
He thinks there is 
room on every farm for a few good 
sheep, and certainly in 
this 
day, 
when there are so many good breed­ 
ers striving to excel, offering their 
stock at moderate prices, there is no 
excuse for any farm er to still be 
growing scrubs. 
A few sheep can be 
kept on every farm with a small out­ 
lay and with profitable results. 
It is 
only when one attem pts to make a 
specialty of the sheep business that 
expense becomes apparent and train­ 
ed experience necessary. A few sheen 
will keep fat picking up weeds and 
brush along the fence, feed that would 
not otherwise be utilized. 
They not 
only do this, but keep the farm clean, 
which is of even as much import­ 
ance to the following crops as it is 
a benefit to the 
sheep 
themselves. 
Every farm er ought to grow a few 
sheep, which he would find a source 
of profit by producing two crops a 
year and without any apparent cost, 
as compared with the cost of produc­ 
ing any crop that is grown upon the 
farm for sale.—M assachusetts Plough­ 
man. 


IRRIGATION ON THE FARM. 


All natural stream s over land are 
more or less crooked, as they bend 
first one way and then another to 
avoid obstructions. 
In making arti­ 
ficial open ditches there is at first an 
almost irresistible tendency to follow 
the natural course and simply deep­ 
en it. 
But after the ditch is cut, if 
it is a cultivated field, the crooked 
places in it make serious diffi ulties 
for the plow, the harrow, cultivator 
and the mowing machine. 
Only for 
a pasture lot is the winding rivulet 
running through a field allowable, pro­ 
viding it can easily be remedied. 
By 
straightening an open drain, and put­ 
ting sewer pipes in it, the ditch may 
be filled and plowed over, making a 
rich, cultivable field of what was or­ 
iginally only fit for growing coarse 
and inferior grasses. 


CULTIVATING FOR A PLOW. 
Farm ers use the cultivator for a 
plow; that is, they cultivate deep, 
with the object of loosening the soil 
between the rows. If the ground is to 
be broken up the plow is the thing to 
do it with, but two inches is suffici­ 
ent depth for cultivation. 
Grass and 
weeds should never be allowed to 
grow to a height to demand “plow­ 
ing” with a cultivator. 
Keep the top 
soil loo^e. and never allow grass or 
weeds to more than 
sprout above 
ground. 
Deep cultivation frequently 
does harm in disturbing the roots of 
plants grown as a crop.

FEEDING SHEEP IN THE CORN. 
I had a fine field of corn, and the 
rich soil had 
become 
filled 
with 
weeds of many kinds. 
In an evil 
hour. I thought it would be a very 
nice thing to turn into this field a lot 
of lamias just weaned. It was only a 
few days when I was sorry for what 
I had done. 
It did not suit my case 
at all. 
The heavy growth of suckers 
from th* corn roots, which in my ex­ 
perience 1s always to be expected in 
richly manured soil, in spite of the 
m ost careful 
culture, 
very 
soon 
brought on attacks of diarrhea which 
very nearly cost me the lives of as 
fine a lot of weanling lambs as I ever 
saw', writes H. Stew art in American 
Sheep Breeder. 
Iv was next to im­ 
possible to keep any sort of satisfac­ 
tory oversight on the lambs, and In 
spite of the most 
careful 
watching 
over the flock I soon had my hands 
full of trouble in saving a lot of lambs 
suffering from diarrhea and annoyed 
by a legion of flies. 
For two weeks 
everything had to be left to take care 
of those lambs, and the cost of the 
extra work at a busy time otherwise, 
about rendered me wild. 
Diarrhea 
attacked the whole flock and the flies 
made things a hundred times worse. 
I saved the lambs, but it wras at a, 
cost of half the actual value of the 
lot. 


Paints Wild B easts’ Eyes. 
One of the oddest ways a young 
woman artist of this city has of add­ 
ing to her income is the painting of 
the glass eyes that are fitted into the 
heads of wild anim als sent to a taxi­ 
dermist to be stuffed and mounted. 
She is not called upon to paint these 
special eyes for the ordinary run of 
our native beasts. 
She only gets one 
of these orders when some sports 
man has killed a panther, a grizzly, 
or a tiger—anim als noted for the sav­ 
age glare of their eyes. 
Then she 
takes all the pains she is capable of 
to get the “glare” just as savage as 
she can. Before she begins work she 
learns in just what attitude the ©east 
Is to be mounted, for it would never 
do to represent the animal with his 
eyes ablaze with tho light of battle 
if he was to be posturad as lying half 
asleep. 
The work does not pay well. 
Sometimes the artist gets only a dol­ 
lar a pair for the eyes, while now and 
again she gets as much as $ 2 a pair.—

ease. 
We would do well to limit our

theory th at the diamond is of cosmic 
origin and has fallen as a meteorite at 
later periods of the earth’s formation, 
! there are evidences thereof, states the 
I Chicago Tribune, the most striking con- 
1 Urination coming from Arizona. Here, 
, on a broad plain, over an area of about 
five miles in diameter, had been scat- 
! tered one or two thousand masses of me­ 
tallic iron, the fragm ents varying in 
j weight from half a ton to a fraction of 
an ounce. There was little doubt these 
masses formed part of a meteoric show- 
| er, although no record existed as to 
when the fall took place. 
Curiously 
enough, near the center where most of 
the meteorites had been found, was a 
crater with raised edges three-quarters 
of a mile in diameter and about GOO feet 
deep, bearing exactly the 
appearance 
, which would be produced had a mighty 
mass of iron struck the ground and bur­ 
ied itself deep under the surface. An a r­ 
dent meteorologist In cutting a section 
of this meteorite found the tools were 
injured by something vastly 
harder 
than metallic iron, and soon announced 
that he had found black and transparent 
diamonds. 
Since this revelation dia­ 
mond hunting in meteorites has occu­ 
pied chemists all over the world, some 
of whom, like Sir William Brookes, 
have made a successful find. So look 
out for meteors. They may contain dia­ 
monds. 


TAPEWORMS MAKE PEARLS. 


Presence of the Gems in Oysters Said 
to Be Due to These Dead 
Larva. 


Prof. 
Herdman’s recent investiga­ 
tions on the subject of pearl forma­ 
tion have yielded some interesting con­ 
clusions, states the London Globe. 
In 
the great majority of cases it appears 
that the pearl is due to the presence 
in the oyster of a marine tapeworm. 
When the spherical larva of the worm 
dies 
nacreous matter 
is 
deposited 
round it, and the resulting mass is 
known as a pearl. The life history of 
the tapeworm is continued in the bod­ 
ies of certain species of file fish which 
prey on the oysters. 
These file fish, 
again, are devoured by fisheating rays 
or sharks. 
In these latter the tape­ 
worm becomes mature, and sets free 
numerous embryos into the sea. These 
finally enter the oysters, and so com­ 
plete the life cycle. 
The small so-called “seed” pearls ar® 
caused by the deposition of nacreous 
matter round small crystals formed in 
certain muscles of the oyster.

haps the most important result 
of 
Porf. Herdman’s work from the scien­ 
tific standpoint is the establishment 
of a marine biological station at Gail® 
Cor further row efe.

H ighly Ornamental Wares and An­ 
tique Designs Are in Great 
Demand Among Col­ 
lectors. 


Mexico bas been rather backward in 
the m anufacture of pottery and porce­ 
lain. When Cortez landed, the natives, 
particularly in the neignborhood 
of 
Puebla, made a heavy, well-glazed pot­ 
tery that was 
decorated 
in 
good, 
strong colors, and with many artistic 
and curious designs. 
After the im­ 
portation of the cheaper grades 
of 
European 
ware 
began, 
says 
Mod­ 
ern 
Mexico, 
the 
native 
manufac­ 
ture 
degenerated, 
and 
for 
more 
than a century Puebla did not make 
as good pottery as during the early 
days of the conquest. 
Really 
good 
specimens of the old Talavera 
ware 
are becoming comparatively rare and 
command good prices from 
dealers 
and collectors. 
The demand for the 
antique shapes in jars and plaques, 
with their large, striking designs, has 
become so great that quite recently a 
factory has been established in Puebla 
to reproduce facsimiles of 
the 
old 
ware. 
The imitation is faithfully car­ 
ried out, although, as in 
the 
at­ 
tem pts to reproduce the English por­ 
celains of IOO years 
ago, 
modern 
m anufacturers find it quite impossi­ 
ble to fully attain the old blues and 
yellows of the ancient potters. 
The 
new Puebla ware, however, is highly 
ornamental and finds ready sale among 
visitors from the north, who appre­ 
ciate something so typical 
of 
the 
country, and yet do not care to pay 
the higher prices asked for specimens 
of the original product. 
Tho highest 
development 
of 
the 
potter’s art in Mexico is doubtless to 
be found in the vicinity of Guadala­ 
jara, where a great variety of useful 
utensils are made, and, in addition, 
many styles of decorative pottery and 
even bric-a-brac 
and 
clay 
figures. 
The Mexicans, while they show little 
originality, are faithful imitators, and 
their copies of well-known works of 
art are often splendidly executed. 
In 
a suburb of Guadalajara lives the in­ 
teresting Indian 
sculptor, 
Panduro, 
who, with a single sitting before his 
subject, models such rem arkably good 
likenesses in clay. 
Panduro 
is 
a 
philosopher, too, with the courage of 
his convictions in greater degree than 
most modern sages. He has had many 
tem pting offers to come to the capital 
to work and others to go to the United 
States, but he refuses them all. 
He 
has his little home and garden in the 
perennial spring climate of 
Jalisco, 
and easily makes a comfortable living, 
such as his simple needs require, from 
the customers who come to him, and 
he cannot be induced to roar%by offers 
of either wealth or 
foreign 
fame. 
Many localities 
throughout 
Mexico 
have local peculiarities in the manu­ 
facture of their pottery that 
distin­ 
guish it from the product of any other 
region. 
At Cuernavaca some very artistic 
designs are made that are readily dis­ 
tinguishable by the decorations formed 
by bits of porcelain inlaid in the soft 
clay before baking. At the foot of the 
religious shrine at Guadalupe, 
near 
Mexico City, a highly glazed pottery 
in dark green and black is made in 
many fantastic shapes, and J5s liberal­ 
ly purchased as souvenirs by devout 
pilgrims and curious tourists. 
W ith­ 
in the last couple of years the m anu­ 
facture of cheaper grades of porcelain 
and glassware has begun in Mexico, 
but as yet the native products form 
but a small percentage of the consump­ 
tion in these lines. 
Practically all of 
the cheaper grades of china used in 
Mexico come from Holland, while the 
finer grades are French. 
Owing to 
Mexico's system of avoirdupois duties, 
heavy and coarser makes are 
com­ 
paratively expensive, while the 
fine 
French porcelains are very reasonable. 
as a rule, costing no more in silver 
dollars in Mexico than they do in gold 
in the United States.

S earching for th e “Real 
T h in g .” 


A war photographer must have the 
nerve of a soldier. James Ricalton. who 
is described in Richard Barry’s “Port 
Arthur” as an “obscure great man,” has 
jone though life with his nose to his 
work, like a dog following a 
scent, 
heedless of fame or money. 
It was he, says Youth’s Companion, 
whom Edison sent into 
the tropical 
jungles 20 years ago, to search out a 
vegetable fiber for the electric lamp. He 
was the first man to 
walk 
through 
northern Russia. 1,500 miles, from Arch­ 
angel to St. Petersburg. 
In the Phil­ 
ippines he was the only man to photo­ 
graph the troops actually firing on the 
foe. At the battle of Caloocan a soldier 
near him was hit, and Ricalton seized 
the useless rifle and cartridge belt and 
went up with the skirmishers. At the 
6iege of Tientsin he stood on the walls 
and photographed Americans as they 
were “dropped” by Chinese bullets. He 
went through incredible 
dangers 
in 
“getting” one of the new siege shells, 
500 pounds’ weight, as it left the gun 
for the battleships In Port Arthur bay. 
The process of photography was 
a 
dangerous one. 
The camera Was set 
and tilted at the proper angle. As the 
gunner pulled the lanyard the photog­ 
rapher pressed the bulb. He had stuffed 
his ears with cotton, so that the shock 
would not break the drums; for gun­ 
ners have sometimes been deafened for 
life. 
The chances were that he would 
be hurled to the ground and that his 
camera w’ould be smashed. 
“Why do you take the risk?” asked 
an observer, who knew how often bat­ 
tle pictures are “faked.” “You can eas­ 
ily take the gun at rest, and then paint 
in a little dust and that wee dot up in 
the air." 
“But it wouldn’t be the real thing,** 
said Ricalton; and he went on to th® 
finish with his dangerous task.

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I THE RED STORM 
Or the Days of Daniel Boone 
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C H A I'TK H H I. 
A llan Norwood, with a few hardy ad 
venturers, had floated down the Ohio 
nnd K entucky in boats aud reached, a f­ 
ter encountering innum erable perils, the 
vicinity of the new settlem ents. 
L eav­ 
ing his com rades to refresh them selves 
after nights and days of toil and danger, 
our hero took his rill** and sallied forth 
to explore the country a little and learn 
how near they m ight be to Boonesbor- 
ough and H arrodsburg, when he acci­ 
dentally becam e a party to the scene 
betw een Itwoilthe A lston and Le Bland, 
A llan w jl’ the son of a w ealthy farm ­ 
er and received a very liberal education. 
N aturally boid and adventurous, he felt 
a strong repugnance to any of the learn­ 
ed professions. 
Ile longed for a life of 
activity. 
A ccounts were daily reaching 
Ohio, through various channels, of the 
sufferings and rom antic adventures of 
D aniel Boone. 
Benjam in Logan, John 
Harrod aud other pioneers; and those re- 
| 
m arkable stories m ade Allan conceive 
the bold d e sig n of penetrating to that 
wild region, to share in the excitem ent 
am i danger of a backwoodsm an's life. 
T his resolution being form ed and a 
plan of operation matured, the requisite 
m aterial, in the shape of enterprising 
young men. w as speedily found to co­ 
operate with him, and the perilous under­ 
taking w as achieved. 
A s A llan walked toward Boonesbor- 
ough with its daring founder he could 
not refrain from observing him w ith deep 
interest; and he truly appeared to him 
the m ost rem arkable man of the age; for 
) he had explored alone the m ighty for­ 
ests of K entucky, braving singly the fury 
o f the exasperated savages, who follow ­ 
ed his footsteps day apd night to de­ 
stroy him and prevent him from carry­ 
ing back to his countrymen the history 
of the m ost delightful country 
under 
heaven. 
B ut thus far he had escaped 
the deadly hostility of the w ily sa v ­ 
age, and the man of sleepless nights and 
w eary days, ordained by God to carry 
life and civilization into the distant w il­ 
derness, now stood beside our hero with 
firm foot ami lofty brow. 
W hen they reached 
Boonesborough 
Norwood paused to exam ine the manner 
in which it w as constructed.

T he forester replied that it w as; the 
negro opened the door, and the parties 
entered the inclosure. 
A llan glancd at 
A ndrew w hile he w as closing the gate, 
and perceived that he w as considerably 
advanced in life, his w oolly hair being 
gray with age. though his figure w as not 
bowed by Hie w eight of years. 
“A faithful, but rather eccentric fel­ 
low 
is 
A ndrew ,” 
observed 
Captain 
Boone. 
H e then lifted the rude latch 
and ushered tin* young hunter into his 
cabin.

An Old Resident Passes Away 
May Sutherland Staples, one of 12 
children, was born in Manchester, Vt., 
Sept 21, 1820. Died at Palatine, Nov. 
24, 1905, aged 85 years, 2 months, 3 days 
She married Lyman Staples in 1838 and 
celebrated their golden wedding in 1888 
Six months after her marriage, they 
made their way through the forests to 
Illino s There was no railroad or stage 
line or wagon road between Palatine 
and Chicago, only a path to follow, 
with only one house, Hand's Hotel, in 
the 26 miles. They walked this dis­ 
tance to Deer Grove, settling on what 
is known as the Hazel H arris farm. 
Mr. Staples died Dec. IG, 1890. Mrs. 
Staples had lived here to see the prairie 
develop into tine farms and towns, wa­ 
gon roads to the steam railroads, and 
greater changes than usually take place 
during one’s life time. She was taken 
sick with pneumonia, Saturday, Nov. 18 
aud died the following Friday. The 
funeral took place from the M. E. 
church, Sunday, Hev. Young officiating 
Many of her friends from the surround­ 
ing country were present to pay their 
last respects to the departed. There 
are left to mourn their loss, three chil­ 
dren. Mrs. John Wilson and Mason S. 
Staples, of Palatine, aud Mrs. Andrew 
Fosket, of Chicago, also a sister, Mrs. 
Cordelia Keyes, of Chicago.

In the case of many families the 
fact that they may not have 
used 
coat-armor until wealth brought them 
Into touch with all the luxuries that 
wealth commands may bo quite true, 
but exception must be taken to an 
assertion that the great majority of 
American families have no right to the 
arms which may be used now for the 
first time in generations. 
A 
large 
number of Americans, especially the 
descendants of tire founders of the 
different colonies—as the lords of the 
manor of New York, the Huguenot 
exiles, the grim, quietlv-clad Quakers, 
the Cavaliers of Virginia, and 
the 
Puritans of New England, w-rites Ma­ 
bel Ward Cameron, in Good House­ 
keeping, have a legitimate right in the 
family arms appertaining to the name 
they bear. 
And to claim this right 
they have only to prove their descent 
in the direct male line 
from 
an 
armigerous ancestor in other 
lands. 
Those of English ancestry must deduce 
descent from one whose right has been 
granted by patent of the college of 
arms, or was confirmed at the visita­ 
tions. 
In England a patent of arms 
descends equally to all legitimate male 
heirs. Daughters of the house have an 
equal right during their lifetime, but 
cannot transmit the arms, except in 
the case of an heiress, when the arms 
descend in the form of quarterings. 
If my grandmother belonged to an 
armigerous family, I may, if I wish, 
hang a copy of the arms of that fam­ 
ily upon the wall along with other fam­ 
ily relics—blue china plates, w’hich I 
have inherited from that ancestress, to­ 
gether with the sampler which she her­ 
self wrought upon homespun linen— 
but I have no right to use this heraldic 
device copied in little as a distinguish­ 
ing mark upon my silver or note pa­ 
per. 
The family arms are not trans­ 
mitted through a distaff line. 
In a great number of cases the right 
to bear coat-armoj has been known 
to American families, but for ifiany 
reasons individuals have not, for suc­ 
cessive generations, 
exercised 
that 
rig h t 
On the other hand-—especially 
where families have not been in touclt 
with large cities, living on 
isolated 
New England farms, or absorbed in 
carving out their fortune in 
some 
western wild—the fact that was known, 
with no thought of question, by the 
grandfather, has been lost to the chil­ 
dren, and is discovered as a pleasant 
surprise when 
better 
circumstances 
have brought the ability to send sons 
and daughters to schools and colleges, 
to establish a home in some large city, 
and to come in every way Into touch 
with the influence of the highest civ­ 
il 
». 


THIRTY TIMES OY; 


&AME LAND SOLD OVER A 
OVER BY ONE PERSON. 


Best of Timber Countries Where Men 
Have to Maintain Their Titles 
to Land with Long 
Range Guns. 


‘‘Talk about a rich country and a wild 
country," said an old resident of Wash­ 
ington to a Star man the other day, 
"that region of eastern Tennessee and 
western North Carolina is it. 
I was 
through a good part of it on horseback 
recently, and you couldn’t get further 
out of civilization in darkest Africa. 
There is timber down there to burn, and 
that is all they do with it. There is no 
way of getting it ou t A fellow that was 
with me got some of the finest timber 
land I ever saw for a dollar and a dollar 
and a half an acre. But I don’t know 
what he is ever going to do with i t 
"Think I am drawing on my imagina­ 
tion when I tell you I saw cherry trees 
down there five feet in diameter? Well, 
I dont blame you. But it is so, and there 
was more than one ‘bay’ that we went 
through where the cherry trees aver­ 
aged 314 feet But there is no way of 
getting the timber o u t It is a 35-mile 
haul in one direction and 35 miles the 
other. 
The country is all set up on 
edge. You can get over It on horseback, 
but that is about the only way. There 
are some places where the trail, such as 
it is, runs down the bed of a mountain 
stream and crosses It six times in a 
mile. The rest of the time it runs in tho 
bed of the stream itself, and you are 
lucky if your horse gets through with­ 
out breaking his legs among the 
bowlders. 
"There is enough water power in the 
eastern edge of the mountains * 0 run 
the street cars In half a dozen big cities. 
But there is not a trolley car in any of 
Hie towns until you get down to the big 
towns in the lower levels. The streams 
are no good for logging, or where they 
have been, the timber is all cutoff them, 
and what is left Is so far back in the 
hills that you couldn’t get it out except 
with an airship. 
"The people down there don’t go much 
on clothes. W hat they have In the way 
of raiment seems to be handed down 
from father to son, and as far as living 
is concerned, if they can get a piece of 
corn pone and a little fat pork that is 
quite as much as they bargain for. 
“But are they shrewd? WTell, they 
might not shine in metropolitan society, 
but when it comes to doing the stranger 
and the Levite they are right on the spot. 
One of the difficulties of buying land 
down there is that the land laws and the 
titles are the worst in the United States. 
I was asking one of the best lawyers in 
Knoxville the other day about the title 
to a piece of land, and he said; ‘I don’t 
want to boom my own stock any, but I 
guess I know about as much of the land 
laws as any lawyer in this part of the 
world. And when it comes to looking up 
a title for a man in that mountain coun­ 
try I would rather lose the fee than take 
the trouble to do it.' 
"That is about right. The land titles 
dowm there start back with grants from 
George III. The big proprietors That he 
granted land to in large blocks sold, 
swapped or gave it away in smaller 
pieces, and when the revolution came 
on half of the holders were kicked out 
as tories and the other half of the resi­ 
dents took what suited them, and often 
three or four of them took the same 
piece of land, and perhaps 1 I pf them 
sold it three or four times. T h eo ry real 
sure way to get property down there is 
to camp on it with a Winchester, and 
be sure your gun w ill carry further than 
any of the other claimants. 
"There is one other way of getting 
money out of it without even owning the 
land. I know one man who went down 
there and sold the same piece of land 
nine times to different parties, and he 
didn’t have any title to it originally. He 
must have had an affection for that piece 
of land, however, for after he got 
through with selling it over here he 
w’ent abroad and sold It some more. He 
conducted the whole operation on a cer­ 
tain 250 acres of ground. He sold it in 
squares and oblongs and triangles, and 
when he got through I think there were 
30 claims on it. overlaying each other 
worse than the scales on a fish. 
He 
made a pretty fair fortune out of that 
250 acres that didn’t belong to him, hut 
when you get back into the mountains 
you never know when you are going to 
get into just that sort of a game. 
I 
know one fellow dowm there who bought 
a tolerable-sized tract of land and he had 
nine lawsuits in 14 years over the title. 
The suits are still coming in. 
"Oh. no, I am not knocking the coun­ 
try. 
It Is a great region, and if they 
could cut some chunks out of those 
mountains and transport them down to 
tidewater they would be valuable. 
Meanwhile if you want to get in there, I 
think about the easiest and cheapest 
way is a tunnel." 


The Age cf Birds. 
The birds that attain the greatest age 
are the eagle, the swan and the raven, 
which sometimes live for more than IOO 
years. 
At the other extreme is the 
wren, whose average life is only three 
rears Between these come the heron, 
the parrot, the goose, and the pelican’ 
with a possible age of 60 years; the pea­ 
cock and the linnet, 25 years; 
the 
canary, 24 years; the pigeon and the 
crane, 20 years; the goldfinch and the 
pheasant. 15 years; the lark. 13 years; 
the blackbird and the robin redbreast* 
12 years; the thrush, IO years.
